Soil Study Bill Is 

TALLAHASSEE — The House 
of Representatives Tuesday ap- 
Proved a joint resolution directing 
the Legislative Council to make a | 
two-year study of soil depletion 
and subsidence in the Everglades 
and oth:r Florida Agricultural 
Agencies. } 

The proposal was submitted by] 
Rep. Emmett Roberts, Joel T. 
Daves III, Donald H. Reed. Jr, and 
Louis A. Bafalis of Palm Beach 
County. 

The resolution, which now goes 
to the senate, calls for a report to 
the 1967 Icgislature of possible So- 
lutions for soil loss, estimated in 
excess of an inch a year in Glades 
area. 

It has been calculated that at 

current depletion rates much of 
the now rich Glades soil may be 
virtually .worthless by the cnd of 
the century. 
. Reed said a prior study of the 
Glades area by geologists and bi- 
ologists resulted in a finding that 
strange bacteria, currently uncon- 
trollable, cause most of the loss of 
rich mucklands. ‘The bacteria 
create fine dust layers on muck- 
land surfaces which easily are 
blown away. 

The legislative Council study 
would be a cooperative venture 
through its Agriculture Commit- 
tee, the State Agriculture Depart- 
ment, Agriculture Exp-riment 
Stations, Attorney General's -Of- 
ficé. and other agencies. 

The coüncil would be authorized 
to prepare legislation to imple- 
ment recommendations. '
